QUEER COST MARKS. 


fen Letter Words and Plira«e« Cho- 


•en an Secret SIKMM. 


Among the old time features which are 


disappearing from the city stores because 
of the modern methods is the cabalistic 
cost mark which the merchant 
once 


thought as indispensable as the counter 
over which he sold his wares. 


The man who started a business for 


himself devoted many hours before he 
made his first display of wares to "mak- 
ing up" a cost mark. This had to be un- 
like any other mark and was in some in- 
stances composed of ten hieroglyphics, 
often transposed figures and more often 
of n word or two, the letters of which 
could be used to express figures. A large 
wholesale concern in New York used the 
mark "God save us" and made up the 
tenth figure with a cross. 
Through this 


business house the pious cost mark be- 
came known all over the country. Clerks 
from the establishment entered nnd took 
the cost mark with them, and within a 
few years it was in use in nearly every 
state in the Union. 


Another cost mark which found many 


admirers was "Make profit," and this 
was only n trifle more popular than 
"Quick trade." "Johnny Miles" servec 
as n sign as well as a cost mark for one 
concern, nnd one sentimental Irishman 
who opened a linen store in New York in 
the days when 
Niblo's Garden 
was 


"away up town" chose as his cost mark 
"My Bridget O." 


When the campaign of I860 was at its 


height, an ardent Republican in Boston 
in whose store a cost mark was in use 
that had been invented by his grandfa- 
ther marked all his goods over in ordei 
to use the mark, "Abe must win," and 
this mark remained in use for years nfte: 
"Abe" had won the fight against Doug- 
las, Breckinridge nnd Bell, who were all 
candidates against Lincoln. About that 
time the cost mark "Hit Douglas" was 
invented, and that and "Republican" are 
still in use in places where plain figures 
have not superseded the puzzle marks. 


A large dry goods house which had the 


patronage of hundreds of pack, basket 
and wagon peddlers used as a cost mark 
the words, "Revoch Gilt," a Yiddish 
phrase, which means "Profit tells," and 
the translation was also used by the same 
concern. 


"These marks were useful," said the 


manager of one of the large New York 
dry goods stores, "when houses had an 
'asking' and a 'taking' price. In those 
days tho man behind the counter had to 
know what the goods cost to put on the 
shelf so that he could regulate himself 
accordingly. An offer to 'split the differ- 
ence* when one price was asked an an- 
other offered could be entertained then, 
and salesmen were often compelled to 
'shade' prices. 'We will do this for you,' 
nnd 'It's the Inst we have of the lot,' or 
'We want to make a customer of you' 
were among the reasons piveu for 'com 
ing down* on prices, but all the time the 
salesman had the cost mark before him 
and knew that he was on the safe side. 
—New York Tribune.

Growing Crockery. 


Recently there was sold in New Tori 


for no less a sum than $1,000 an old 
fashioned china plate of the extremely 
rare kind which is known to the collect- 
ors as "growing crockery." 
From the 


plate itself had sprung to a height of 
more than n third of an inch a sort of 
eruption of beautiful crystals that seem- 
ed to take the form of elegant tices and 
miniature pagodas. The growing crystals 
were gradually rising higher and higher, 
and they had brought up with them the 
enamel surface of the plate at every 
point where they had sprung from the 
body of the latter. 
Such plates are a 


chemical manifestation ofthe rarest pos- 
sible kind, and only a very few years ago 
a teapot, the property of a lady in Wo- 
burn place, London, that had become 
covered with beautiful crystals in this 
way, was sold to a collector for $5,000. 


The clay of which such china is made 


contains alumina and magnesia, and in 
certain cases these are so acted upon by 
the presence of sulphuric acid as to pro- 
duce fibrous crystals that are in reality 
very much of the character of Epson 
salts, or crystals of alum. Only a very, 
very few 
instances of this "growing 


crockery" have ever occurred, hence the 
"fancy" prices that examples fetch. 
The 


plate sold the other day had belonged to 
a poor person who had never attached 
much value to it. 


No Fear When Death Draws 
"I have seen thousands of persons 


flle under all sorts of circumstances, 
and never yet have I seen one display 
the slightest fear of death." This re- 
markable statement was made the oth- 
er day by a physician who has prac- 
ticed many years in Philadelphia and 
who has seen a great deal of hospital 
service.

But It is none of them—like Kcnova, In 
West Virginia, which is near the junc- 
tion of Kentucky, Ohio and Virginia, 
or Delmar, where Delaware and Mary- 
land come together. 


"Bucoda is a composite name, and 


its story is simple enough. When the 
Northern Pacific came In, a town 
sprang up, and it must have a name. 
There were Indian names In plenty, 
aut something more novel was wanted, 
so Messrs. Buckley, Coulter and Davis, 
all N. P. officials, put their heads to- 
other first and their names later, and 
the name Bu-co-da was evolved, with 
an etymology very apparent to any one 
who Is at all Informed In terminology.

FOUND HIS FATHER'S MONEY. 


It Bad Grown From $25.OOO to 


OOO While Wailing- For the Heir. 
In the early days, before Payette coun- 


ty was as thickly populated ns it now is 
Bnd when there were vast tracts of un- 
settled lands, Mr. Thomas Hall, who 
came originally from Virginia and lived 
several miles fitim the present site of 
Somerville, kept a kind of hotel at which 
all travelers passing that way usually 
stopped. 


Just below Mr. Hall's house there was 


a large creek. By the side of this creek 
one morning, while on his way to Soin- 
erville, Mr. Hall saw a riderless horse. 
Seated by a tree, with a bottle iu his 
baud and his arm raised in the act of 
carrying the contents to his mouth, was 
a mnn.

cident had been all but forgotten, when 
there came to the hotel kept by Mr. Hall 
a man about 27 years of age. Mr. Hall 
asked him to register, remarking at the 
same time, "Registering might help to 
trace you in case you should get lost," 
and then told the young man of the stran- 
ger who had perished beside the creek. 


The young man became very much in- 


terested in the story. He had been look- 
ing for years for traces of his lost father. 
He had only one child. His mother had 
told him that his father carried $25,000 
in gold. When Mr. Hall stated that that 
was the exact amount of money the 
stranger carried the young man was cer- 
tain that he had at last found traces of 
his dead father. 


All the papers bearing on the case, the 


description of the man filed away and the 
verdict of the jury were closely exam- 
ined, and though there was some delay 
the identity of the dead man was estab- 
lished. Further investigation proved al- 
so the young man's identity and the 
truthfulness of his statements, and when 
the trustees were fully satisfied of the 
identity of both the money was nil called 
in, and the principal, which had increased 
to $50,000, was made over to him in full.

ed, washed, starched and ironed. Nei- 
ther the hanks, their patrons nor the 
masses of the people are able in these 
busy times to hold paper currency long 
enough to subject it to microscopic exam- 
ination or to chase the bacteria off iti 
face or back. The man who could not be 
induced to touch a soiled nr infectious 
article of any other kind will jam a roll 
of disease breeding bills into hi-i pocket 
and look pleasant, contented anil confi- 
dent. 


Dirty dollars lire legal tenrlor, nnd the 


person who refuses to accept them in 
payment of debts, public or private, sub- 
jects himself lo considerable legal an- 
noyance and monetary incunvenience. 
The man who is seeking a loan at the 
bank is troubled more about his chances 
of getting it tlmn about the bacteria that 
he may receive with it. And, per contra, 
the bank is more particular about the 
repayment of the loan when due than it 
Is regarding the microbes which may ac- 
company it. 
Such is the degenerating 


end demoralizing influence of the money 
power that even the most fanatical of 
bacteriologists will run the risk of con- 
tracting disease of the most aggravating 
form rather than refuse the currency 
which Is offered him, even if he is certain 
In his own mind that It is infected.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.
